The fir- 1 clause, after reciting the Water Pol ice 
Act, 4 Victoria, No, 17, proceeds to rrpral a 
poition pi ili.it Act. It having reference to the 
deteiilion of seamen accused of deserting, 
upon Ihe complaint of any merchant, or mer- 
chant's clerk, jo, and enacts Instead, thai 
the power of originating such complaint of 
desertion sgslutl u seaman upon the point of 
leaving ihe colony, nball only be vested in 
the master uf the vtxiel, the owner, 
part u truer, or his agent. The clause also 
contains a proviso, lhat no teaman shall be 
detained beyond inch reasonable lime ts may 
he necessary ta bring him before ■ Juellee ot 
ihe Peace, to ba dealt with according to 
law. The second alause enacts that the 
power of detsining any seaman or mariner 
thai I not extend to rases in which such tea- 
man lo the muster, owner, or agent of ths ship 
to which he previously belonged. The third
